SIMMONS AND SON ARRESTED. 


Two Shots Were Fired in the House 
and Two Revolvers Emptied 
by the Doctor and His 
Son in the Street. 


Dr. Charles F. Simmons, millionaire presi- 
Gent of the Simmons Patent Medicine Co., 
twice shot and wounded Emil B. Davidson, 
@ a#tenographer, at 10:30 o’clock Tuesday 
torning. z 

Davidson has been with the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. two years and has a host 
of acquaintances who admire him greatly. 
Before entering this office he was a clerk 
in the law office of W. C. and J. G. Jones. 

The shooting occurred in the doctor’s par- 


lor at, 8041 Chestnut street. 


Hig eon, Harry, also took a hand. 

A letter received by Davidson which 
prompted the disastrous call upon Dr. 
Simmons. is said to have been written by a 
friengis of Miss Marie Simmons. The con- 
tents of the letter neither Dr. Simmons 
mor young Davidson would divulge. 

Davideon’s right hand was shattered by 
@ bullet, and a slug of lead went through 
the top of his right shoulder. 

Two pistols were going at once. That 
neighborhood never saw «9 much excite- 
ment in the course of 15 minutes.

Davidson heard of this and left his of- 
fice at 10 o’clock to go to Simmons’ house 
and explain.

Davidson rushed to a window and jumped 
to the sidewalk. 

His left torearm was torn open by broken 
glass. 

A bullet caught him in the right hand.

It went wild. 

Both Simmons and his son, Harry, ran 
Outside of the house and continued to fire at 
the fleeing form.

BAUER DENIES HE DID IT. 


Admits That He Eloped From Switzer- 
land With the Child’s Mother, 
Who Is Now in a 
Hospital. 


The charred corpse of a little girl was 
taken from 1008 Chouteau avenue Tuesday 
morning. ' 

August Bauer is locked up at the Third 
District Station, accused by the police of 
deliberately setting fire to a bed on which 
the child lay, after she had been murdered. 

Aside from the tragedy and its sickening

details, a story is brought to light involv- 
ing the elopement from Switzerland of the 
child’s mother, Mrs. Hilda Ersar, with the 
man who is now accused of the most flend- 
ish of all crimes. 

The child was known as Emma Bauer. 
She was 6 years old. 

Capt. Young, in charge of the Investiga- 
tion, thinks probably the child was mur- 
dered before the fire and that the fire was 
started to cover up the crime. 

The fire alarm was sounded at 9:45 o’clock, 
and in less than twenty minutes the little 
one was carried out by firemen. All that 
remained of the ch'ld was a charred mass, 

The mother {fs ill at St. Mary’s Infirmary. 
She has been there a week. News of the 
horrible catastrophe was kept from her as 
long as possible. 

August Bauer is an electrician. He moved 
into one third-story room, 1008 Chouteau 
avenue. Noy. 11 last year. His family con- 
sisted of the woman known as his wife and 
one child—the little girl who was burned to 
a cinder. . 

Bauer has been out of employment ever 
since he moved to the Chouteau avenue 
house. With the woman and her child, 
Bauer lived in squalor in one little dingy 
room directly under the roof of the big 
three-story house. 

Other tenants In the house say that Bauer 
was last seen about the place at 7 o'clock 
Tuesday morning. Then he carried a bucket 
of coal up the stairway. When or how he 
i@ the house nobody knows but Bauer. 
The fire started in Bauer's apartments 
and was discovered by occupants of the 
house on the first floor. They shouted to 
the firemen that a child was on the third 
floor. ? 

Policeman Dolan rushed up the stairway. 
He, found the door locked. He threw his 
big frame against it.

LOW WAGES TO COTTON MILLS, 


EEE 


In the Congressman’s Own Town the Workers Are 


Rebelling Against a 10-Per-Cent Cut in 
Their Meager Earnings. 


OVER 100,000 


EMPLOYES AFFECTED. 


Manufacturers Say the Price of 


Cloth Has Dropped and That 


$45,000,000 Invested at Fall River Does Not 
Make a Penny Profit.

LEWISTON, Me., Jan. 18.—The great 
strike of cotton mill hands against a re- 
duction of wages is on here in Congress- 
man Dingiey’s own town. The 1100 opera- 
tives of the great Androscoggin mills re- 
belled against a reduction of wages amount- 
ing to 10 per cent or more : 

The home office of Nelson Dingley, the 
author of the new tariff law, which was to 
increase wages, is within a stone’s throw 
of the big mill where the strike against re- 
duced wages began. The monthly payroll is 
$28,000, an average of about $26 per month 
per head, 

Under the new scale of wages the opera- 
tives would receive about $23 a month. Many 
of them are girls and lads of from 10 to 
14. The boys really led the strike, They 
sent a committee to state their grievances 
to Agent Bean. He iaughed and tried to 
bluff them, The committee promptiy re- 
ported to the other mill hands and all 
walked out of the mill in a body. The 
higher-priced weavers followed suit. Only 
eight stuck to their looms. ; 

The weavers are not organized and have 
no union to fall Dack on, They were All 
so confident that wages would be increased 
as soon as their neighbor Dingley’s tariff 
bill got into full operation, that they were 
wholly unprepared for the industrial knock- 
down that has hit them six months after 
the new tariff law passed. 

Under the Wilson tariff bill employment 
was quite steady and wages were higher 
than the Dingley schedule now offered. A 
few of the weavers have been able to save 
money. But the rest of them have not 
earned on am average more than $9 a week, 
and have supported families on that. 

The Androscoggin is the biggest mill fn 
the country. The hands must soon submit 
to the inevitable, accept the reduced wages 
or starve. The employes of other mills in 
eneressS. Dingley'’s city accepted their 
ate and did not strike. The Contimental, 
Hill, Barker & Bates corporations and the 
Lewiston Bleachery and Dye Works are

“I think it is rather tough to be the only 
mill picked out by the strikers in Lewis- 
ton,” sald Agent Bean. “We pay as 
Wages as the other mills. Indeed, I believe 
we eo the striking weavers more. We 
anal stick it out, but we will have to shut 

own. 

“The general average of wages, taking 
men, women and boys, is $1 a day. The 
weavers can make now $1.50 a day by work- 
ing hard enough. . 

“Yes, the price of cloth has dropped, so 
that the mills are no beiter off than before 
the cutdown, e are brought face to face 
with a great problem. Forty-five million dol- 
lars invested in Fall River cotton ls is 
not earning a cent. In Lewiston, $12,000,000 is 
invested. The fight is coming between the 
North and the South. 

“The only solution I can see is the com- 
bine to contro] the price of cloth. Even then 
the Southern mills would be earning all the 
money.”’ 

The strikers say they expect to win and be 


back at work in a week. 

“We forced them to raise the pay twe 
years ago, and I guess we can prevent @ 
cutdown now," said one of the leaders. 

John Creass¥t, one of the weavers, : 

“IT have been running six looms fair 
average for each loom ig 2% cuts a day. 
This would make 15 cuts. At the old price 
(65 cents) this would be $9.75 for a week's 
work. If I went to work to-d 
schedule I would be &llowed e 
which would g.ve me only 12% cuts a w 
which figured at the new price (68.8 cen 
would make but $7.3 a week. This is & 
great deal more like a 2% per cent cut thas 
a 10 per cent cut. This we can never 
afford to accept. But a few other cuts are 
worse than ours.

Resolution in the House by 
Mr. De Armond. 


OPPOSED BY REPUBLICANS. 


FRANTIC CALL BY MR. DINGLEY 
TO THE PARTY TO “STAND 
BY THE RULES.” 


APPEALED TO THE HOUSE. 


Mr. De Armond Eloquently Called on 
Congress to Override the Rules 
and Grant Rights to an 
Oppressed People. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Mr. de Armond 
of Missouri offered in the house as an 
amendment to the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill a resolution for the recog- 
nition of Cuban belligerency, and when a 
Point of order was raised against it he made 
a strong speech appealing to those who sym- 
pathized with the struggling insurgénts to 
override the rules of the House, assert them- 
selves and adopt this amendment now. He 
declared they could never explain their 
course to thetr constituents if they did not 
seize the opportunity. : 

Mr, Bailey (Dem., Tex.), next, amid a 
burst of applause, challenged. Mr. Hitt, 
chairman of the Committee on Foreign Af- 


fairs, to state that it was the intention of 
those in authority to give this house an op- 
portunity to vote on a Cuban belligerency 
resolution, 

_Mr. Hitt made no reply except to protest 
that Mr. Bailey was out of order. 

Mr. Hepburn, in the chalir, sustained the 
point ef order. 

Mr. De Armond thereupon appealed from 
the decision of the chair and urged members 
to seize the present opportunity. 

Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the ma- 
jority, hurried to the rescue. Great ex- 
citement prevalled. The Speaker entered 
the thall .of the House while Mr. Dingley 
appealed to his side of the House to disre- 
gard all their personal inclinations towarde 
the amendment and stand by the rules of 
the House. 

In reply to Mr. Dingléey Mr. De Armond 
urged the members to free the House for a 
single hour from a “dominion so absolute 
that members could get’ consideration for 
nothing except after those in authority had 
approved it.”’ 

The status against which Mr. De Ar- 
mand’s resolution is a protest ‘s an exas- 
perating one.

Supreme Court in bane and Division No. 1 
met this morning an@ handed down several 
opinions. 

Division No. 1 affirmed the judgment of 
9850 awarded to the defendant in the case 
of St. Louis, Oak Hill & Carondelet Rati!- 
way Co. vs. Lucy A. Fowler et al, This is 
a proceeding by the plaintiff railway com- 
pany to condemn, for right of way,-a strip 
of land through a 24-acre tract belonging [to 
the defendants, situated within the limits 
of St. Louis, At first commissioners were 
appointed, who awarded to defendants 
$2550 damages. There were exceptions to 
this filed in the Cireuit Court, and a tral 
by jury was had and damages were as- 
sessed at $11,541.20. On an appeal to this 
court the judgment was reversed. On a re- 
trial by a jury the damages were“assessed 
at $3,856, and.the defendants appealed to 
this court. MacFarlane, J., wrote the opin- 
ion. He holds that the case was fairly 
tried according to well-settled principles, 
and that the judgment should be affirmed, 
which was ordered. All the judges con- 
curred, 

Division No, 1 affirmed the judgment for 
$3000 obtained by Johanna O'Rourke in_ the 
St. Loults Circuit Court before Judge Flit- 
craft and a jury against the Lindell Ral- 
way Co. for injuries to the plaintiff, alleged 
to have been sustained while plaintiff was 
a passenger on a car of the St. Louis Sub- 
urban Railway Co. The car on which 
plaintiff was a passenger came into colli- 
sion with a car of the Lindell Railway Co., 
and as a result the plaintiff was injured.

How long did it last? Five, perhaps ten 
minutes. Then Davidson threatened me. 
He advanced on me with his left hand ex- 
tended as though to emphas.ze his threat 
and with his right hand resting on his hip 
pocket. I thought he was go.ng to shoot 
me. I thought perhaps he would shoot 
without withdrawing his revolver from his 
pocket and thinking my life in danger I 
commenced to shoot. 

‘“‘How many times did I shoot? In my ex- 
citement I have forgotten. 1 know 1 shot 
once, perhaps twice, When I commenced 
shooting Davidson turned and jumped 
through the window, carrying giass and all 
with him, 

“Have I known Emil B. Davidson a long 
while? Yes, 1 have known him for some time, 
But there again you are putting questions 
to me that I don’t care to answer. 

DAVIDSON’S STATEMENT.

LONDON, Jan. 18—It was rumored on 
the Stock Exchange this afternoon that the 
Rothschilds’ Bank in Paris had been raided 
by @ mob.

TO SUPPRESS CRIME. 

In the enforcement of the second offense or, 
as it is usually called, ‘the habitual criminal act, 
the Post-Dispatch pointed out an effective did 
to the relief of the courts and the jail and the 
suppression of crime. 

The law provides that eriminals convicted of 
a penitentiary offense, having previously been 
convicted of a felony, shall be punished with 
life imprisonment. An increased punishment is 
provided for lesser second offenses, 

The law is just. Pleas for light punishment, 
with a view to reform, which apply in case of 
first offenses, cannot be urged in subsequent of- 
fenses. The return to crime after one experience 
in court and jail indicates an ineradicable crimi- 
nal disposition and habit which precludes hope 
of reform and justifies the treatment Qf the of- 
fender as an enemy to society, whose permanent 


tion® 

This view is sustained by practical experience 
and the most advanced conclusions of crimi- 
nology. To release ‘the habitual criminal from 
jail is to assure the commission of another crime 
and a repetition of the costly process of arrest, 
jailing and trial. 

Experienced police officers say that the ma- 
jority of crimes are committed by habitual 
criminals, who are no sooner released from the 
workhouse or penitentiary, but they take steps 
to get back again. Short sentences in these cases 
create an endless chain of criminal acts which 
keeps the jails crowded and the police and the 
courts busy. 

In the-flood of crime which is sweeping over 
this city the most active and menacing agents 
are the habitual criminals, who are known to 
the police and return:again and again to the 
Four Courts. If the community were perma- 
nently rid of these vicious characters the task 
of suppressing crime would be easy. 

An enforcement of this second offense law 
would rid the community of the worst criminals. 
It would reduce crime to a minimum. In cases 
of habitual criminals no compromise pleas 
should be accepted. They should be sent to trial 
under the habitual criminal act and every effort 
should be made to obtain life sentences. 

It is the inalienable right of every American 
citizen—especially if he lives in Ohio—to desire 
and to seek office. It is not clear that there has 
been treason in the opposition to Boss Hanna. 
If the political flopping produced in the Ohio 
Legislature by the influence of the bar’l may 


be called treason, there were traitors on both 
sides, and a majority lined up for the Boss. 
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The grand juries, the courts and the police 
will have to work together and work hard if 
criminals are to be kept in check. If a criminal 
‘“‘won’t be good” after he has ‘been punished for 
one offense or more, it is folly to allow him the 
liberty he abuses. *

FASHIONED GAB-FEST 
AT CHICAGO. 


JIM WILL ASK QUESTIONS. 


George Will Stand Up in School and 
Do His Level Best to An- 
swer Them. 


Afier refusing to fight Maher or any other 
heavyweight, except Fitzsimmons, Jim 
Corbett ainee arriving at Chicago has 
changed his mtnd. 


Corbett now offers to do battle with A 
lightweight and the man he expresses @ 
wish to meet is no other than George Siler. 
the man who refereed the mil] between 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons at Carson City. 


The ex-champion of the world, having 
dodged the main issue, has now taken an- 
other tack and one that promises to be 
vold of blood-letting, hair-puliing, gouging 
and those other pleasantries which go hand 
in hand with a real encounter in the ring. 


This is what Corbett proposes to do: He 
will take Siler and a representative of every 
paper in Chicago into a room. It is to be 
agreed first that the meeting is to be an 
altogether soc‘able one, Corbett is to ask 
Siler a number of questions. Siler is to re- 
ply to them as best he can. Then Siler can 
ask Corbett as many questions as ne 
pleases The one who is caught in a false- 
hood is to be branded something worse than 
a falsifier. One falsehood is to make the 
entire list. of replies one g'gantic falsehood 
on either side. Corbett will agree to abide 
by the judgment of the newspaper men in 
the matter. If Siler is pronounced right 
Corbett will submit to the verdict and for- 
ever after keep his peace on the referee 
question. If Corbett is pronounced right, 
it is not stated what is to happen to Siler. 

One of the questions which Corbett put 
to Siler has already beer answered by Nat 
Goodwin, who happens to be in Chicago. 
Corbett insisted that Siler had sent Good- 
win telegrams frpm Cars@n City to bet on 
Fitzsimmons. To this statement Goodwin 
replied: “I dislike te be mixed up in this 
matter at all as it is far out of my line. 
Stil I am willing to go any distance to set 
my friends right. I have known George 
Siler only a short time. It is true that he 
was introduced to me by Houseman. 
was in my dressing room here, and we had 
perhaps a chat of two mingtes or so, I 
did not see him again until after the fight. 
I did not bet much money, exactly how 
much I cannot tell now. It was probablv 
$3,000. I am sorry Corbett has gaid there 
was any unfairness shown. Of course I 
was not there to see for myself, but all the 
good judges I have seen and talked witn 
have told me there was nothing but a fair 
contest. I am gorry, too, he should have 
said Siler gave me any tips. You cannot 
be too emphatie in my denial of *this.’’ 


Siler refereed the glove fight at Cleveland 
last night in which Joe Gans of Baltimore 
and Frank Garrard of Cleveland took part. 
He will be back In Chicago to-day and 
then that new-fashioned ,gabfest in which 
he and Corbett wil! piay the leading parts 
will take piace. 


Lou Houseman has also taken a shot at 
Corbett in this controversy. He says: “In 
a word, James J. Corbett, you have not got 
a leg to stand on. If Siler ever meets you 
in any sort of a discussion he will make 
you out a lar and an imbecile. Your 
cheap assault on the grandest man who ever 
fat in judgment on a fight is villainous. 
You were beaten at Carson City by a man 
39 pounds lighter than: yourself and you lie 
when you state that your conqueror 
weighed 180 pounds. The champion to-day, 
overcoat and all, does not geale within 10 
pounds of that weight, and if your igno- 
rance on the weight subject is not feigned I 
will close by telling you that you lost the 
heavy-weight championship of the world to 
a man who weighed two pounds inside the 
middle-weight limit—156 pounds. Siler did 
push you back in the sixth round while 
Fitz was on his knees, and he did it in 
erder to keep you from burning your 
friends’ money up on a foul, as you did with 
poor little Mitchell at Jacksonville.” 


Was Jim Corbett honest a few days since 
when he offered to guarantee Fitz $35,000 if 
he remained in a ring’ with him 10 rounds 
without being knocked out? Did Fitz say: 
“Put your $10,000 in a bank, remove the 
string, let me see it, and introduce me to the 
man who will offer the remaining $25,000, 
which is mine if I stay 10 rounds?’’ So far it 


iis not of record that Fitz did. Now, Jim and 


Bob, whatever else they are out for, are out 
for ads.

Wherefore, if for no other 
reason, Fitz should have investigated the 
liberal offer of ‘his rival. He should have 
called Jim through the newspapers.

The American Champion Is Ready to 
Meet Him or Any Other of the 
Great European Riders. 


The kettle is piping hot at local L. A. W. 
headquarters just now. 


There was a big crowd there this morn- 
ing to see Jay Eaton, the indoor king, and 
he was given a warm welcome to St. Louis. 


Early this morning Eaton authorized the 
Post-Dispatch to announce that he would 
ride any man in the world for the indoor 
championship. Eaton said: “Iam ready to 
ride against any bicyclist in the world. I 
will put up $500, and whoever accepts can 


put up another $500. Then, I understand, 
the Indoor Cycling Club are willing to add 
any amount to this main stake that will 
prove satisfactory to both parties. My 
challenge includes all the world’s cham- 
pions. I am willing to meet Lehr, Sanger, 
Cooper, Bald, Tayloure, Michael or any of 
them on these terms. The races to be one, 
two and three mile heats, bést two in three; 
or one, three and five mile heats, best two 
in three; or all one mile heats, best two in 
three, unpaced, single paced, or tandem 
paced. This challenge will remain open un- 
til further notice. I would like to see some 
one of the European riders accept my chal- 
penee, Lehr, the German champion, pre- 
erred.”’ 


Eaton wants the crack riders who think 
they can beat him to accept this challenge 
quickly so that the race can be run off here 
on the new track in the Coliseum. 


Talking about his challenge he said: Lehr, 
the German champion, soon after his arriv- 
alin this country, offered to-ride any one a 
match race for $1000. I accepted his challenge 
and placed $100 in the hands of Pat Powers, 
president of the Eastern Base Ball League, 
to make good. But strange to say, I have not 
heard a word from Lehr since, If he means 
business let him accept my present #hal- 
lenge and come here without delay.’’

‘Few People in Belleville Be- 
lieve the Boy Guilty. 


‘SENT TO THE WORKHOUSE. 


‘WAS CHARGED WITH VAGRANCY 
TO HEAD OFF HABEAS COR- 
PUS PROCEEDINGS. 


IS WEAK. 


THE EVIDENCE 


None of the Clews Have Been Worked 
Out to Anything Like Con- 
clusiveness—The Accused 
in Tears. 


Leo Fischer, the 18-year-old boy who had 
been locked up at the police station in Belle- 
ville since last Thursday on suspicion of 
being the murderer of John G. Doering, was 
sent to the workhouse Monday afternoon 
for #® days on a charge of vagrancy. 

It was the intention to give him a prelim- 
inary examination and try to have him 
bound over, but to head off habeas corpus 
proceedings the vagrancy charge was has- 
tily brought. 

Judge John B. Hay received a telegram 
from Dr. F. X. Fischer of Germantown, the 
boy's father, Monday, requesting him to 
look after young Fischer’s interests. Judge 
Hay went at once to the police station and 
asked permission to see his cilent. To his 
surprise Chief Obst said he could not grant 
the request without the permission of the 
detectives. The Judge asked if the detec- 
tives were greater than the Constitution 
and a few more pertinent quest.on® and 
said he would procure an order of court. 

Chief Obst weakened then and allowed the 
boy to be seen. 

Afterward Judge Hay demanded that the 
boy be immediately turned over to the ‘“ler- 
iff, claiming that he was being illegally 
held and sweated without authority. 

Chief Obst did not know what to say and 
the lawyer left to institute habeas corpus 
proceedings. The boy was hurried over to 
Sheriff’ Rhein and the charge of vagrancy 
was hastily brought before Justice Guentz, 

The trial took place late in the afternoon, 
fHerbert Schaumleffel, Judge Hay’s asso- 
ciate, demanded a jury. State’s Attorney 
3aker was represented by Attorney R. W. 
Ropiequet. Mr. Ropiequet argued for the 
maximum sentence of six months, but the 
wry fixed his punishment at 80 days in the 

Torkhouse. 

The trial was attended by a great crowd, 
most of whom were impressed with the 
boy’s directness. He claimed that he hada 
job cutting wood when he was arrested. 

Few people in Belleville believe Fischer 
is guiity of the murder. It is argued that 
none of the evidence against him has been 
clinched. Ni motive has been shown, the 
stains on his trousers have not been proven 
to be blood gtains, the coat found under a 
culvert has not been connected with him 
and in fact is too small for him, the pecu- 
liar pipe found in the murdered man’s 
house has not been traced to him and in 
fact none of the clews which have been 
discovered have been sifted down to any- 
thing like conclusiveness. 

There is a suspicion that the detectives 
are afraid if they sift the evidence there 
will be nothing left. 

Fischer told the detectives Monday what 
he had done with the trousers worn by him 
before and after the date of the crime. He 
said he had been given a pair of overhauls 
at the Ramsey residence on North Spring 
Street and had gone into a shed and put 
them on, throwing the other trousers un- 
der a rabbit bin. They were found there. 
They seemed to have been bh emage recently, 
but dark stains were found on them. 
Hermann Kirchner gave the boy these 
trousers. He says the stains are red paint, 
such as he used at his work in the 
pump and skein works. 

The worst scrap of evidence against him 
is his admission that he said to Emil Agne 
that he would kill Mrs. Agne as he had old 
man Doering, but those who bel'eve him in- 
capable of committing the crime say this 
bit of braggadocia is the best proof of his 
innocencé, as if he had been guilty he would 
not have gaid it. 

Fischer was scrubbed Monday and put 
into clean clothes and now presents a not 
unatfractive appearance. He was a young 
nomad, but neither his language nor his 
actions indicate anything vicious or brutal 
in his disposition. His associates gay he is 
not even addicted to swearing. 

Throughout the repeated accusations and 
hours of sweating his composure was not 
affected, but Fire Chief William Nebgen 
broke him down Monday with a simple ap- 
peal to his manhood, 

Mr. Nebgen, who does not believe him 
guilty, went in and had a talk with the boy. 
fe said nothing about ‘the crime, but re- 
ee him kindly for leaving a good 
ome and drifting around the country like 
a@ tramp. 

Nobody had talked to the boy like that 
since he had been dragged out from behind 
the boilers at ‘the Crescent Nail Mill and 
locked up. He looked up, surprised, and the 
ready tears aprang to his eves. He walked 
back to his bench, sat down and cried 
softly.

WORKHOUSE BUILT IN 
NORTH ST. LOUIS. 


PLACE FOR FIRST OFFENDERS. 


Those Now in Custody Could Build 
Most of the Structure and Re- 
duce the Cost. 


Supt. Karr and several other officials in- 
terested in needed reforms at the City 
Workhouse think they can solve the long- 
delayed problem by dividing that institu- 
tion and grading the prisoners. 

The idea is go establish a branch prison 
in North St. Louis, which will accommo- 
date not less than two hundred prisoners 
of the minor class of both sexes, especially 


the younger ones who are convicted of first 
offenses. 


Supt. Karr thinks an excellent location 
would be on the high bluff west of Broad- 
way at North Grand avenue, where 
plenty of land could be had at a reasonable 
price, Besides, he says there are thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of street grading 
and quarrying to be done in the northern 
half of the city that th ‘ 
profitably employed on. sserieetteney 

Mr. Karr contends that in a division of 
the prison there would be no necessity for 
a superintendemt for each, but that one 
superintendent, who had care for the selec- 
tion of his guards, could look after both 
prisons as well as one. 

No institution hag been more severely con- 
demned officially for its unsanitary and 
overcrowded condition than the Workhouse. 
The Health Commisisoner and grand juries 
have repeatedly pointed to it as the black- 
est disgrace, from a sanitary standpoint. in 
the city. That its accommodations, un- 
wholesome as they are, are wholly inade- 
quate to the growth of the city, is made 
patent nearly every month in the year by 
the Mayor and Superintendent having to 
call on the Chief of Police to make out a 
list of 100 of the least offensive prisoners 
to be paroled. Since the beginning of this

“FROM. FLAMES 


Narrow Escape of Fifteen 
Persons on Market Street. 


MANY WERE CARRIED OUT. 


HEROISM OF WILLIAM TEPE AND 
HIS SON, WHOSE FEED STORE 
WAS BURNED. 


STRUGGLES IN THE SMOKE. 


They Picked Up the Infirm and the 
Children and Bore Them to 
Safety—Cries of Terror 
and Appeal, 


The fire which destroyed the feed store 
and stable of William Tepe & Son, 2723-2 
Market street shortly after 2 o’clock Tues- 
day morning, nearly put an end to 15 human 
lives and was one of the most exciting in 
the city’s fire record for a long time, 

The escape of those occupying the upper 
floors of the building through smoke and 
flame was an experience they will never 
forget. They ranged in ages from 60 years 
to 3 months and all ran out or were taken 


out in their night clothes in the ane | air. 

The stoutest and most courageous of the 
victims fell fainting on the street, so over- 
come were they by the smoke and heat, and 
the cries of the children and women were 
piteous, while one, a man whe has been bed- 
ridden for five months, was carried out on 
his mattress and laid in the street until a 
neighbor's house could be opened to receive 
‘im 


All of these exciting events took place be- 
fore the fire-engines couki arrive, and that 
no lives were lost is due mainly to the pres- 
ence of mind displayed by iliam ‘Tepe, 
Sr., and his grown son. 

The building is a two-story brick, running 
from the street to the alley, 150 feet with 
75 feet front, and is owned by William Tepe, 
who has been a prosperous feed store dealer 
in that neighborhood for many years. The 
front 100 feet of the ground floor was filled 
with feed stuffs and the rear &® feet was 
a stable, containing 10 horses and five two- 
horse wagons. The upper floor of 2725 was 
occupied by Tepe, his wife, four children, @ 
grandchild and servant, with the exception 
of two rear rooms, occupied by Charles 
Knerr, wife and three children, the young- 
est 3 months and the eldest 4 years. Knerr 
was an employe of Tepe, but has been an 
invalid for five months. He has a chronic 
affection, and his case is considered hope- 
less. The second floor rear rooms are occu- 

ied by Frederick Grawe, janitor of the 

ope school; his wife and four children. 

The fire started on the second floor of 2725 
near the kitchen and was discovered by 
Tipe, Sr., who was aroused by the pawing’ 
and groans of the horses almost directly un- 
der him. When Tepe awoke he was already 
half suffocated by the smoke that filled the 
room and he dragged the members of his 
family from their beds and hurried them 
down the front stairway in their night 
clothes, but the smoke was so dense his 
wife, who is about 60 years old, fainted on 
th -+teps and had to be lifted to the street 
/ vo of the children. 

iiam Tepe, Jr., rushed to Knerr’s room 
and aroused that family and with his father 
helped to carry Knerr toa place of safety. 
Then the young man broke a window in the 
rear of the kitchen and jumped down a 
narrow hatchway to the stalls, where the 
horses were bellowing in agony. 

By the flare of: the blazing hay young 
Tepe managed to jump astride a horse, but 
the distressed animal reared and plunged 
so desperately that he was thrown to the 
Stall floor and n&rrowly escaped being 
trampled to death. He was in his barefeet 
and nightclothes and had a desperate time 
making his way through the stable to the 
rear door and bursting it open. 

He was bent on saving some of the horses 
if he cculd, but as he opened the door the 
burst of fresh air fanned the flames to such 
a pitch that he dared not re-enter the 
stable. 

In the meantime the family of Grawe 
had been aroused, but they were so dazed 
and overcome by heat and smoke that they 
could not find their way to the stairway 
until Henry Siebke, who lives over his 
wagon factory at 2721 Market street, ran 
up the stairs and seized hold of Grawe 
and told the rest to follow him. Then 
Siebke took Knerr and his helpless family 
into his house, 

Not a life had been lost, but the condi- 
tion of those who had escaped was pitiful. 

The firemen worked both from front end 
rear of the building, but the hay, ots, 
wheat and corn burned so rapidly that tuey 
were unable to save any of it and every 
one of the horses perished in their stalls. 

Tepe says he can not replace the horses 
for He had 60 tons of hay, 10,900 
bushels of oats, 1000 bushels of corn and 
about 500 bushels of Wheat in the store. He 
carried an insurance—of $8,000, which was 
placed with Robyn & Roeslein. The dam- 
age to the house and stock will amount to 
at least $10,000. 

Mr. Tepe says he hag no idea how the fire 
started. He is sure it did not originate in 
the kitchen, for the fire there was put out 
immediately after supper. He js inclined to 
think it had its origin in the hay room.

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“NORTH AND SOUTH CASE. 


Pike County Has ‘One and the Bill 
Must Be Signed. 


* 


The Court of Appeals Tuesday decided a 
mandamus case from Pike County which 
has a strong resemblance to the North and 
South Railway bill case. 

The Pike County case comes from Louls- 
jana, Mo. J. W. Dreyfus, John W. Matson, 
W. T. Findly, Joseph Smith and James C. 
,l. Thompson, members of the City Council 
of Louisiana, applied to Judge Reuben F. 
Ray of the Pike County circuit for a writ 
of mandamus against Patrick F. Lonergan, 
Mayor of Leulsiana, to compel him to sign 
an ordinance passed by the Council and 
which he declined to sign. 

The members of the Council represented 
to the court that the Council was composed 
of eight members, presided over by the 
Mayor, who had mo veto power and was 
only entiled to vote in case of a tile. 

At the session of May 4, 1897, an ordinance 
was passed reorganizing all of the Council 
committees and ousting all of the Mayor's 
Committeemen, putting in their places mem- 
bers of the opposition, who voted for the 
measure. The President of the Council was 
requested to sign the bill, but refused to 


0 0. 

In his return to the writ, the Mayor said 
that the ordinance should have had a two- 
thirds vote in order to become a law, and 
that ever since 1849 it had uniformly been 
the custom and conceded right of the Mayor 
to appoint the several committees of the 
City Council. The ordinance, he said, was 
only intended for the purpose of hindering 
and crippling the administration of city 
affairs. 

The Court of Appeals holds that after an 
ordinante has been passed the Mayor has 
no discretion ‘n the case, but must sign 
the bill whether he likes it or not. 

Judge Roy is sustained in issuing per- 
emptory writ of mandamus compelling Lon- 
ergan to sign the bill. The derision fs ren- 
dered by Judge Bond and ig coincided in by 
Judge Bland.
